Recently, my mother and my Aunt Janet 
came out to California to visit me, and 
they brought an unusual gift: coloring 
books. And before you ask, we did not 
bust out a box of crayons and start filling 
in the lines. Sure, that would have been 
an enjoyable way to spend the afternoon, 
but I had already colored in these 
coloring books when I was a kid. 
Flipping through those pages was a 
pleasant trip down memory lane. I could 
see how hard I tried to stay in between 
the lines...and failed, due to 
overzealousness. | cringed and laughed 
at my terrible hue choices. (Mickey 
Mouse should NOT be safety orange.) I 
remembered my big box of crayons with 
the sharpener in the back. But most of 
all, | recalled how I could spend hours 
by myself doing nothing but coloring. It 
was incredibly fun. | felt like | was 
contributing to the art. 
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And now that I'm an adult, I've put away 


the crayons and the coloring books...but 
coloring is stil/ a major part of my life. 
When you read a BOOM! KIDS comic 
book, the line art and the story are what 
immediately grab you, but for every 
inked page of art in The Incredibles, 
Cars or The Muppet Show, there is a 
talented colorist who dutifully stayed in 
the lines and brought that page to life. 


Long ago, they traded in their crayons 
for computers, but they might just as 


well be wielding magic. They add depth, 


texture, shape, light, shadow and effects 
to pages that were simply black and 
white before their arcane spells were 
cast. For me, the magic analogy is apt, 
because | often can't comprehend how 
they achieve their results.
